NEW  RECORD  PRICE  SET  FOR  GOAL  TCKEN: 

Daring  the  Mini- Auction  at  the  Bluefield  National  Convention,  a  new  record  for  a  single 
coal  token  was  established  when  the  Crescent  Salt  &  Cbal  Cb.,  West  Columbia  (WV)  from 
the  estate  of  Fred  Lange  sold  for  $650.00.  Ibis  embossed  shell  card  was  purchased  by 
a  partnership  venture  of  Tbm  Hitt  and  Jerome  Schaeper. 

The  token  obverse  reads:  "CRESCENT/  COAL  &  SALT  CD/  10  CENTS/  WEST  COLUMBIA".  The 
reverse  wording  is:  "REEDEMABLE/ IN/MDSE.  ONLY/  AT  THE/  STORE  OF  THE  CO.".  West 
Columbia  was  located  in  Mason  County ,  West  Va.  on  the  Ohio  River  opposite  Pomeroy, 

Ohio. 

Evidence  to  date  the  token  before  1870  (when  shell  cards  were  last  made)  was  obtained 
from  the  old  Bradstreet  mercantile  listings  for  West  Virginia.  The  1870  issue  lists 
a  West  Columbia  Cbal  and  Salt  Company  and  a  population  of  only  200.  No  listing  can  be 
found  for  Crescent  after  1870  and  this  company  is  believed  to  be  the  predecessor  of 
West  Columbia  Cbal  and  Salt. 


M.  L.  DURBIN  AND  00.  IS  COAL: 

Scriptors  attending  the  Bluefield  meeting  were  advised  that  sworn  affidavits  have 
been  forwarded  to  Don  Edkins  attesting  to  M.  L.  Durbin  &  Cb.,  Heidelberg,  Ky.  being 
coal  scrip.  The  son  of  M.  L.  Durbin  presented  information  on  the  small  mine  and  the 
use  of  scrip  in  the  affidavit.  This  evidence  ends  a  long  search  for  information  on 
this  token  and  will  certainly  be  welcome  news  to  collectors  who  own  a  set  of  this  A 
company .  *

Thanks  to  HAROLD  LEE,  we' again  have  a  special  paperweight  for  the  May  meeting.  It 
features  a  crosscut  saw  in  recognition  of  our  lumber  token  collectors.  The  die  was  made 
by  RAY  COBURN  and  the  paperweights  by  GENTILE  GL.ASS  CO.  at  Morgantown,  W.Va.  This  is  the 
third  in  the  series.  The  first  two  are  sold  out,  and  only  13  of  the  25  made  are  availabl 
from  the  third  one.

Call  is  located  on  the  Newton-Jasper  County  line.  Cov 
Creek  Tram  Co.  established  the  town  in  1895  and  erecte< 
a  sawmill  which  they  operated  until  it  was  absorbed  b> 
Kirby  Lumber  Company  in  1901.  The  pine  mill  burned  in 
1924  and  was  replaced  with  a  hardwood  mill.  In  1948 
the  population  was  1,000,  but  it  became  a  ghost  town 
in  1960. 

(Trantow  and  Texas  Trade  Token  Supplement  lists  a  5c  token  for  Cow  Creek  Tram  Co.  at  Call 
Texas.  Kirby  Lumber  Company  operated  more  than  ten  mills  in  East  Texas  and  apparently  u  *>■■■■ 
tokens  interchangeably  at  most  sites.  Trantow  lists  the  following  tokens  for  Kirby  at 
their  Houston  headquarters:  Br  5c »  ^Vl  5c,  10c  and  50c.  Unlisted  10c,  50c  and  $1  cardbo a*d 
tokens  also  are  known. ) 

DEWEYVILLE,  TEXAS  (SE  Newton  County)  Established  in  1900  on  the  Sabine  River  by  Savine  Tra 
Co.  at  a  spot  known  as  Possum  Bluff.  The  mill  had  a  capacity  of  150,000  board  feet.  It 
was  sold  to  Peary-Moore  Lumber  Co.  in  1919  who  operated  until  1942  when  it  was  purchased  b' 
Kurth  Lumber  Co.  The  mill  burned  in  1943  and  was  not  rebuilt.  The  population  declined 
from  2000  to  400  in  1948  when  a  small  mill  with  30,000  board  feet  capacity  was  built  by 
Williams  Lumber  Company.  (No  tokens  are  known  for  these  mills  at  this  town.) 

UELBRIG,  TEXAS  (Jefferson  County)  The  town  was  established  as  a  siding  on  the  Gulf  Colora 
and  Santa  Fe  Railroad.  It  now  is  within  the  city  limits  of  Beaumont.  The  town  was  named 
for  an  auditor  of  the  railroad,  named  Helbrig.  In  1900  when  Forest  Lumber  Co.  erected  a 
sawmill,  a  post  office  and  depot  were  built.  Industrial  Lumber  Co.  purchased  the  mill  in 
1903  and  moved  it  to  Seale,  Louisiana  in  1905.  (No  tokens  are  known  from  this  town.) 

HYATT,  TEXAS  (SW  Tyler  County)  A  sawmill  was  operated  by  J.  S.  and  W.  M.  Rice  from  18F2 
to  1907.  (W.  M.  Rice  later  was  the  founder  and  benefactor  of  Rice  Institute  now  Rice 

University,  Houston,  Texas).  The  town  was  named  for  Captain  Hyatt,  aclose  friend  of  the 
Rice  brothers.  The  town  was  abandoned  in  1907.  The  sawmill's  daily  capacity  was  55,000 
board  feet.  It  burned  in  1892  and  was  replaced  with  a  75,000  foot  mill.  Today  a  small 
resort-residential  housing  development,  Lake  Hyatt  Estates,  is  located  around  the  old 
mill  pond.  (TTT  Supplement  lists  a  5c  token  for  J.S.  and  W.M.  Rice  at  Hyatt,  Texas.  No 
other  tokens  are  known. ) 


LAUREL,  TEXAS  (Newton  County)  Laurel  was  established  in  1889  as  a  logging  camp  by  Sabim 
Tram  Co.  It  was  named  for  a  dense  thicket  of  laurel  trees  which  surrounded  the  area. 
Logging  was  discontinued  in  1893  and  all  facilities,  including  the  post  office  were  moved 
seven  miles  northwest.  The  post  office  later  was  returned  to  the  original  site  in  189' 

and  the  logging  operations  were  moved  to  Deweyville  in  1900.  (No  tokens  know  for  town.  1 


LEMONVILLE,  TEXAS  (W.  Orange  County)  Richard  and  William  Manuel  established  this  town 
in  1897,  and  a  sawmill  was  built  in  1900  by  the  Lemonville  Lumber  Co.  with  a  30,000  boa-, 
feet  daily  capacity.  Ownership  of  the  mill  changed  hands  several  times.  Operating 
companies  included  Gilmer  Company,  Hamburg  Lumber  Co.,  and  Talber t-Dewey  Lumber  Co.  The 
sawmill  was  moved  and  the  town  abandones  in  1928  when  the  timber  supply  was  exhausted. 
(Trantow  lists  a  25c  token  for  Hamburg  Lumber  Co.  at  this  location,  circa  1905.  No  thcr 
tokens  are  known. )

The  award  may  or  may  not  be  pre¬ 
sented  annually.  The  committee,  at  its  option,  may  determine  that 
none  of  those  nominated  have  made  contributions  significiant  enough 
to  warrant  the  presentation  of  this  prestigeous  award.  The  committee 
also  may  initiate  nominations,  if  it  believes  such  action  to  be 
desirable. 


Nominees  who  are  not  selected  for  the  award  may  be  resubmitted  in 
subsequent  years. 


The  award  shall  be  presented  at  the  May  meeting."
